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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Since  the  repoit  of  your  last  Supeviutendeut  the  "new  school 
law  "  has  gone  into  effect,  and  a  new  order  of  things  has  been 
inaiignrated.     The    separate  school  districts  have  disappeared 
and  we  now  have  a  siujle  school  district  comprising  the  entire 
town.     A  .School  Board  consisting  of  three  persons  chosen  to 
serve  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  respective!;* ,  takes  the  place 
of  the  vSuperintending  and  Pi  ndential  committees.     The  power 
to  raise  money,  locate  and  build  school-houses  rests  in  the  people 
of  the  town  acting  as  one  district,  subject,  of  course,  to  certain 
provisions  before  in  force,  and  these  are  substantially  all  the 
changes  necessarily  made  by  the  law.     It  is  the  intent  of  the 
law  to  give  greater  freedom  of  action  to  the  people  and  their 
agents — the  School  Board — than  was  before  possible.  It  permits 
the  schof)l  funds  to  be  apjwrtioned  in  such  manner  and  for  the 
benefit  of  such  localities  as  the  Board  may  deem  best  for  the  in- 
terests of  all,  but  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  build  school- 
houses  ()r  to  ex[)end  any  money  even  in  repairing  them,  except 
so  far  as  repairs  may  be  made  with  the  5  per  cent,  allowed  by 
law.     The  law  does  not  require  that  a  single  school  be  abolish- 
ed.    Undoubtedly  in  most  towns  the  spirit  of  the  law  will  best 
be  carried  out  by  decreasing  the  number  of  schools,  while   in 
olhers  it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  number  in  order  to 
secure  the  best  results. 
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No  school  has  been  kept  in  Kearsarge,  the  pupils  there  at- 
tending school  at  Cillevville.  No  other  changes  have  been 
made  by  your  Board,  though  in  all  likelihood  Tucker  Mountain 
would  have  been  united  with  East  Andover  had  the  school-house 
in  the  latter  district  been  suitable  to  have  accommodated  the 
additional  pupils. 

The  school-houses  at  West  Andover,  Cilleyville,  Beech 
Hill,  Boston  Hill  and  Back  Koad  are  in  good  condition,  and 
no  repairs  are  deemed  necessary  at  present.  A  small  sum 
should  be  expended  in  repairs  on  the  Taunton  Hill  house.  The 
Andover  Centre  house  should  be  re-shingled.  The  seats  in  the 
house  at  East  Andover  are  unsuitable  for  school  purposes,  and 
the  house  itself  is  wholly  inadequate  for  the  wants  of  that  dis- 
trict. We,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  new  school-house  be 
built  at  East  Andover  upon  some  suitable  location,  on  or  near 
the  highway  leading  to  Tucker  Mountain.  A  location  here  is 
much  more  desirable  than  the  present  one,  which  is  near  the 
railroad,  depot  and  stores,  and  will  better  accommodate  the 
scholars  coming  from  Tucker  Mountain,  should  this  district  be 
united  with  East  Andover. 

The  Superintendent  under  the  old  law  usually  has  received 
from  the  town  $75.00  for  his  services.  In  addition  to  perform- 
ing these  services  the  School  Board  under  the  new  law  has  been 
called  upon  to  hire  the  teachers,  take  charge  of  the  school- 
houses  and  in  managing  the  prudential  affairs  of  tlie  district, 
perform  the  services  heretofore  rendered  by  a  dozen  or  more 
Prudential  Committees  either  gratuitously  or  for  such  com[)en- 
sation  as  they  might  see  lit  to  take.  We  have  charged  j'ou 
8100.00.  This  has  been  paid  from  the  st^-hool  funds,  and  not 
by  the  town.  In  1885,  as  shown  by  the  report  for  th:it  year, 
the  scholars  living  in  one  of  the  wealthier  districts  received  31 
weeks  of  schooling,  while  many  in  the  less  favored  di-^tricts 
were  getting  only  17  and  18  weeks.  This  year  no  school  has 
had  less  thnu  20  nor  more  than  25  weeks.  The  scholars  in 
eight  of  the  old  districts  have  this  year  received  more  schooling 
than  last  year,  in  one  the  same,  and  in  only  two  less.  We  have 
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no  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  money  in  the  hands  of 
the  Prudential  Committees  for  the  3'ear  1884,  but  assuming  th:it 
it  was  an  amount  equal  to  tliat  enexpended  in  1885,  it  has  cost 
six  cents  per  week  less  to  run  the  schools  this  year  than  last, 
S75.00  having  been  saved  by  uniting  Kearsarge  with  Cilley- 
ville.  By  sending  tlie  advanced  district  scholars  in  Andover 
Centre  to  Proctor  Academy  at  an  expense  of  $09.75,  we  have 
been  enabled  to  get  along  with  one  teacher  in  that  school,  there- 
by making  a  saving  of  about  $75.00  to  be  a])portioned  among 
the  other  schools. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  we  have  had  an  efficient  corps  of 
teachers,  who  have  given  good  satisfaction,  and  the  progress 
made  has  l)een  all  that  could  roasonably  be  expected.  We  have 
endeavored  to  aid  tlie  teachers  in  the  discipline  of  their  schools 
by  assuring  them  that  wherever  we  jjossibly  could  we  should  sus- 
tain them  in  wh.itever  means  they  might  think  proper  to  adopt 
in  maintaining  good  order.  We  believe  that  the  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  maintaining  discipline  will  disai)pear  as  soon  as  dis- 
orderly pupils  understand  that  they  have  more  to  fear  from  the 
school  officers  than  the  teacher,  and  that  whenevei'  in  con-e- 
•qutmce  of  deseived  punishment  their  parents  give  encourage- 
ment by  taking  them  from  school,  punishment  will  be  meted 
to  the  parent  as  well  as  to  the  child. 

As  an  indication  of  the  interest  manifested  by  ()arents,  we 
refer  you  to  the  tables  showing  the  number  of  visits.  In  one 
district,  however,  where  the  school  was  equal,  if  not  superior, 
to  any  we  have  ever  known  in  town  there  was  a  fault-finding 
disposition  on  the  part  of  some  that  was  uncalled  for,  though 
many  gave  the  teacher  earnest  support.
